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U.S.  exports  of  canned  fruits  and  vegetables  during  calendar  year 
1965  totaled  a record  $107,684,000,  as  compared  with  $100,365,000 
one  year  earlier.  The  previous  high  occurred  in  1962,  when  exports 
amounted  to  $105,376,000.  Canned  fruit  exports  (dominated  by 
peaches,  fruit  cocktail,  and  pineapples),  totaled  $76,922,000— up 
$7,081,000  from  1964,  but  below  the  1962  peak  of  $78,665,000. 

Shipments  of  canned  vegetables  in  1965  amounted  to  $30,762,000,  or 
only  $238,000  over  the  previous  year,  but  a record  high. 

Of  total  U.S.  fruit,  vegetable,  and  nut  exports,  canned  fruits  and 
vegetables  are  second  to  fresh  products  by  value.  However,  canned 
products  amount  to  roughly  25  percent  of  the  total,  while  fresh 
account  for  over  40  percent.  The  remainder  is  comprised  of  dried 
fruit,  juices,  nuts  and  other  fruit  and  vegetable  preparations. 

Canned  peach  exports  rose  from  4,692,000  cases,  valued  at  $23,410,000, 
in  1964  to  5,415,000  cases,  worth  $26,179,000,  in  1965*  West 
Germany  alone  imported  47  percent,  or  2,544,000  cases.  Canada 
imported  875,000  cases,  followed  by  the  Netherlands  with  471,000. 
Exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  dropped  for  the  third  consecutive  year 
and  totaled  only  150,000  cases.  Competition  there  from  Australia  and 
South  Africa,  which  are  favored  by  a preferential  tariff,  has  virtually 
eliminated  this  once  important  market  for  the  United  States. 


Exports  of  fruit  cocktail  increased  from  the  1964  level  of  2,978,000 
cases  to  3,188,000  cases,  valued  at  $22,999,000,  in  1965*  Canada 
surpassed  the  United  Kingdom  as  the  leading  foreign  market  taking 

833.000  cases,  or  26  percent  of  the  1965  exports.  U.K.  fruit  cocktail 
imports  from  the  United  States  dropped  from  722,000  cases  in  1964  to 

642.000  cases  in  1965.  However,  exports  to  other  important  markets 
such  as  West  Germany,  Belgium-Luxembourg,  and  the  Netherlands  increased 
in  1965. 

Canned  pineapple  exports  during  1965  were  valued  at  $15,491,000 — down 
$1,121,000  from  the  previous  year,  but  well  above  the  1959-63  average 
of  $13,238,000.  Shipments  to  West  Germany  were  26,000  cases  below  the 
1964  level  and  totaled  826,000.  Those  to  the  Netherlands  amounted  to 

245.000  cases  while  Canada  took  242,000.  Combined,  these  three 
countries  accounted  for  nearly  60  percent  of  total  U.S.  pineapple 
exports . 

Exports  of  canned  cherries  Jumped  from  $1,913,000  in  1964  to  $5,502,000 
in  1965,  or  a remarkable  increase  of  188  percent.  West  Germany  became 
the  leading  market  for  U.S.  canned  cherries,  taking  413,000  cases  or 
almost  half  of  the  1965  exports.  Other  important  markets  include 
Belgium-Luxembourg  and  the  Netherlands  which  accounted  for  25  percent 
and  13  percent,  respectively,  of  U.S.  exports. 

Canned  asparagus  exports,  which  comprise  the  major  portion  of  canned 
vegetable  shipments,  dropped  approximately  25  percent  from  the  1964 
level  and  totaled  1,548,000  cases.  The  export  value  per  case  (which 
includes  all  costs  to  the  point  of  departure)  was  $8.06  in  1965  as 
compared  to  $7.57  in  1964.  Comparable  prices  for  the  leading  markets — 
West  Germany,  Switzerland,  and  Sweden— were  also  higher. 

U.S.  dollar  exports  of  tomatoes  and  tomato  products  showed  substantial 
increases  over  1964  levels.  Combined,  these  products  accounted  for 
approximately  20  percent  of  canned  vegetable  export  trade  during  1965*
